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Rio police storm vast crime-ridden Thousands of European 
favela near airport separatists protest in 


RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
More than 1,0DO Brazilian 
police backed by helicopters 
and naval armored vehicles 
took over a favela near Rio de 
J an tiro J s mtemail o nal airp ort 
yesterday, just 74 days before 
the World Cup, 

The swiftly conducted 
d awn op er ati on was the 1 atest 
attempt to drive drug gangs 
out of the notorious Mare 
shanty town, a haven for or¬ 
ganized crime and one of die 
city's most dangerous places. 

The Mare, close to the air¬ 
port and home to 130,000 
people, is a potential through 
route far tens a f thousands of 
football fans flying m and out 
of the city, which will stage 
seven World Cup matches in¬ 
cluding die July 13 final. 

Members of the feared 


Special Police Operations 
Battalion swarmed through 
die favela m 15 minutes with¬ 
out facing resistance, while 
helicopters buzzed overhead 

Police had their weapons 
trained on the rooftops but 
ap art from a few bars close to 
the entrance of Mare the 
labyrinth of narrow streets 
was empty and dark. 

At sunrise police raised a 
Brazilian flag in the mam 
plaza, and soon after they 
were giving horseback rides 
to la cal supp orters in what of- 
ficiais demed was a security 
effort directly linked to the 
forthcoming football extrav¬ 
aganza. 

The operation, however, 
was partly orchestrated for 
the media as police had al¬ 
ready last week taken over 


part of the favela, making 57 
arrests and confiscating drugs 
and weapons -- 13 more peo- 
ple were detained yesterday 

Rio's security secretariat 
said 1,130 officers were in¬ 
volved in the operation, 
b acked by at least 14 armored 
vehicles and four helicopters. 

Police seized "large quan¬ 
tities of drugs and weapons" 
that were hidden near the 
Olympic Village and a public 
school, said the Globa News 
chain. 

According to the intelli¬ 
gence services, drug traffick¬ 
ers who left Mare after the 
announcement Monday of 
the planned occupation could 
come back later, meaning au¬ 
thorities face a long-term bat¬ 
tle to keep the volatile area 
under control.

BRUSSELS (AFP) - Several 
thousand European sepa¬ 
ratists, overwhelmingly Fle¬ 
mish but also Catalans, Scots 
and South Tyroleans, demon¬ 
strated in Brussels yesterday 
for the right to self-determi¬ 
nation.

The crowd, which 
marched under a banner pro¬ 
claiming "Europe, we'll vote 
for self-determination", num¬ 


bered almost 3,000 people,

Draped m their regional 
colours -- red and yellow -- 
the Catalans chanted in their 
regional language for "inde¬ 
pendence" 

Small groups of Scots, 
who are due to vote in a ref- 
erendum on 1 ndep endence 
from Britain in September, 
also stood alongside South 
Tyroleans, Lombards, Corsi¬ 
cans and a handful of Bre¬ 
tons.

The 4 2 -year- old Kl¬ 
itschko conceded to fellow 
m emb ers o f hi s ap tly -n am ed 
UDAR (Punch) party that 
he had slipped badly in pub¬ 
lic approval ratings in the 
tumultuous weeks following 
the February 22 ouster of 
pro-Kremlin president Vik¬ 
tor Yanukovych. 

"We have to nominate a 
single candidate represent¬ 
ing the democratic forces," 
Klitschko told an UDAR 
party congress This has to 
be a candidate who enjoys 
the strongest public support 
Today, tins candidate in my 
opinion is Petro 
Porashenko." 

Klitschko added that he 
planned to run for mayor of 
Kiev in elections that will 
be held alongside the presi¬ 



dential polls. 

The former heavyweight 
champion -- a proponent of 
closer European ties who 
was stripped of his title belt 
in December for spending 
too much time at the barri¬ 
cades instead of the boxing 
ring -- is a national hero 
who now leads the third- 
largest party in parliament. 

Klitschko was viewed as 
the most potent political 
threat to Yanukovych at the 
height of the protests and 
enjoyed the support of more 
than 20 percent of potential 
voters m late December 

Some analysts believe 
that support for Klitschko 
subsided once Yanukovych 
left power as voters began 
to look for other candidates 
with si mi 1 ar p ro - We s te rn

Spanish journalists home after Syria 
kidnap ordeal 


MADRID (AFP) - Two Span¬ 
ish journalists taken hostage 
m Syria by an Al-Qaeda- 
lmked group returned smiling 
to Spain on Sunday to greet 
their laved ones after six 
months m captivity 

El Ivlundo correspondent 
Javier Espinosa, 49, and free¬ 
lance photographer Ricardo 
Garcia Yilanova, 42, landed at 
a military airbase near Madrid 
from Turkey. 

Looking tired and drawn 
but happy, they appeared 
briefly before the cameras at 
the offices of El Mundo 
newsp ap er, Esp in o sa's em - 
pi oyer, and hugged relatives 
and colleagues. 

'Thanks to all those who 
were worried about us and 
made it possible for us to 
come home. As you can see, 
we are perfectly well," Es¬ 
pinosa said. 

They declined to talk about 
their captivity, however I 
cannot say any tiling it is out 
of our hands," Vilanova said. 

El Mundo said the two 
w T ere freed and handed over 
to the Turkish military" be¬ 
fore being flown horns on a 
Sp anish military j et.

"Pure happiness," wrote 
Espinosa’s girlfriend, the 
journalist Monica Garcia Pri¬ 
eto, on Twitter early Sunday, 
without giving further details 
Espinosa, 49, and Yi¬ 
lanova, 42, w T ere seized on 
September IS as they tried to 
cross the Syrian border to 
Turkey, the latest of scores of 
journalists captured while 
covering Syria's civil war. 

Tliere was no word on 
whether any demands were 
made by their kidnappers or 
any ransom paid. 

El Mundo identified the 
captors as members of the Is¬ 
lamic State of Iraq and the 
Levant, ajihadist faction in 
Syria with roots in Al- 
Qaeda’s Iraqi affiliate

The newspaper had kept 
the kidnapping quiet until De¬ 
cember while it contacted the 
c ap t or s vi a interm e di arl e s It 
said at that time that the kid¬ 
nappers had made no de¬ 
mands.

The therapy developed by 
Amgen pharmaceuticals is 
known as evolocumab. It is a 
monoclonal antibody that is 
injected every couple of weeks 
or once a month, instead of 
being taken in a daily pill 
Evolocumab is part of a 
new class of drags known as 
PCSK9 mlu bi tors, which 
suppress a gene involved 
with cholesterol regulation in 
the liver. 

Research from two sepa¬ 
rate phase HI trials released at 
the American College of Car¬ 
diology annual meeting 
showed it was effective in 
lowering LDL, or bad choles¬ 
terol, with few side effects 
The research showed 
evolocumab lowered choles¬ 
terol further than the only 
a ther statin-alternative an the 
market, ezitimibe 

It also lowered LDL in pa¬ 
tients who were already tak¬ 


ing statins, suggesting file ap¬ 
proach could be used as an 
ad d - on fo r p ati ents who n e ed 
hig reductions m their cho¬ 
lesterol but left sickened by 
intensive doses of statins 

About nine in 1G patients 
taking evolocumab achieved 
an LDL cholesterol level of 
under 70 mg/dL, the target 
for people at high risk for 
heart disease. 

Reducing LDL is impor¬ 
tant because too much of it 
can lead to clogged arteries, 
raising file nsk a f heart, attack 
and stroke 

However, the Am gen- 
funded studies only lasted 
three months, sc longer term 
data is needed to fully probe 
the treatment’s safety and see 
whether it works to prevent 
heart disease overtime.

Underweight Equally Dangerous As Overweight 


-The fivejyear long research conducted by the 
Canadian medical researchers, led by Dr Joel 
Ray has concluded that being underweight is 
even riskier than being overweight or obese. The 
fatality rate among the underweight, is 1.8 times 
greater than people with normal BMI, Those hav¬ 
ing a SMI of 13.5 or less easily get a lot of com¬ 
plications which lead to death in comparison to 
people who have a normal BMI between 18.3 and 
24.9. The research also reported that people 
who are obese, with a BMI between 30 and 34.9 
increase their chance of death by 1,2 times in 
comparison to norma! people. In case of a se¬ 
verely obese person, who has a BMI of 35 or higher increase his/ her chance of death 
by 1.3 times higher. The study further reported that most of the people who are under¬ 
weight were heavy on alcohol. Involved in drug abuse, were malnourished, chain- 
smokers, were poor, and had poor m entat health or poor self esteem. Dr Joel Ray said 
that with the highlight being 'obesity', the medical team is obligated to ensure that an 
epidemic of underweight adults are not created out of lack of awareness that under¬ 
weight is equally dangerous as being overweight.

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Experts create intelligent 
'plaster' to monitor 
patients 


PARIS (AFP) - Medical engi¬ 
neers said Sunday they had 
created a device the size af a 
pi aster win eh can monitor pa¬ 
tients by tracking their mus¬ 
cle activity before 
administering their medica¬ 
tion 

Methods for monitoring 
so-called "movement disor¬ 
ders" such as epilepsy and 
Parkinson's disease have tra¬ 
ditionally included video 
recordings or wearable de¬ 
vices, but these tend to be 
bulky and inflexible. 

The new gadget, which is 
worn on the skm, looks like a 
Band-Aid but uses nanotech¬ 
nology — in which building 
blocks as small as atoms and 
molecules are harnessed to 
bypass problems of bulkiness 
and stiffness-- to monitor the 
patient. 

S ci ents sts h ave 1 on g ha p ed 
ta create an unobtrusive de¬ 
vice able to capture and store 
medical information as well 
as administer drugs in re¬ 
sponse to the data. 

Tins has proved difficult 
due to the large amount of 
onboard electronics and stor¬ 
age space required, high 
power consumption, and the 
lack of a mechanism for de¬ 
livering medicine via the 
skin. 

But although monitoring 
helps to track disease pro¬ 
gression and allows better 


treatment, until now the elec¬ 
tronics used m the devices 
have been hard and brittle, 
and not ideal £di an on-the- 
skm device. 

But the team from South 
Korea and the United States 
said they had found the solu¬ 
tion m nanomaterials, creat¬ 
ing a flexible and stretchable 
device that resembles an ad¬ 
hesive plaster, about one mil¬ 
limetre (0 .04 inches) thick. 

Still a prototype, the 
g adget c ompri s e s multi pi e 
layers of ultrathin nano mem¬ 
branes and nano particles, the 
creators wrote in the journal 
N atur e N an ot echnol a gy 

The study showed that 
when worn an the wrsst of a 
patient, the patch could 
measure and record muscle 
activity. 

The recorded data then 
triggered the release, with the 
aid of a wafer-thin internal 
heater, of drugs stored inside 
the nanoparticles 

A temperature sensor

MIAMI (AFP) - Six-time 
Grand Slam title winner 
Novak Djokovic claimed 
his fourth Miami Masters 
crown with a dominating 
straight sets win over 
world number one Rafael 
Nadal on Sunday, 

Second seed Djokovic 
cruised to a S-3, 6-3 win in 
the men's final of the com¬ 
bined ATP and WTA Tour 
hardcourttoumam ent. 

Djokovic, who benefitted 
from two walkovers, didn't 
drop a set winning his third 
Miami title in four years 
and fourth in total to add to 
triumphs in 2007, 2011, and 
2012. Ojokovic clinched the victory on his first championship point, capping a long 
rally with a clever volley that landed in the open court at the Crandon Park Tennis Cen¬ 
ter. The 26-year-old Serbian had a relatively easy time beating Nadal. His serve was 
bigger and his defence stronger as he came in with the perfect game plan to collect 
the$737,000 (572,000 euros) winner's cheque. He blasted five aces, won 30 of 35 points 
on his first serve and had no double faults in the 83*m inute contest. Djokovic captured 
his second straight Masters event title having won two weeks ago in Indian Wells. 
Nadal, who has won two titles in 2014 in Doha and Rio de Janeiro, had two aces and 
won just 53 percent of his first-serve points. Djokovic's route to the final did include a 
7-5, 6-3 win over defending champion Andy Murray where he benefitted from a blown 
call when he claimed he didn't realize he had broken the rules by sticking his racquet 
across the net to hit a shot.S unday was just the second time the top two players in the 
world have faced each other in the Miami final.
